Yesterday there was a special session of a 
grand jury of Fulton county for the pur- 
pose of considering the charges against the 
three parties recenily arrested upon the 
complaint of W. G. Mosely, who charges 
3 them with robbery, and after a short session 
; true bills were returned against each 
of the three and the cases called in the 
superior court for trial, but upon petition 
of General Gartrell and Colonel Hulsey, 
counsel for the defense, a continuance was 
granted until today when the cases will 
again be calied. 
Since the arrest and confinement of the 
trio quite a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence has developed which will aid mate 
rially in the conviction of the parties. 
Dr. Love, of Atlanta, who was robbed 
during the fair, has seen Wilson, the three 
fingered man, and says that he is the 
party who robbed him. In addition to 
this be seys that the gold sleeve button 
which was found in Wilson’s possession 
when arrested is his property, and that it 
was in his pocket book when stolen from 
him. This looks as though Wilson might 


be guilty. 

Mrs. C. A. Burkes who was also robbed 
of three bundred dollars during the fair ac- 
companied Captain Connolly to the jail yes- 
terday, and as soon as she laid her eyes on 
Wilson she said, “You are the man who 
robbed me of three hundred dollars.”’ 
Wiisou’s reply was: ‘“‘Madam, you are 
mistaken. I am a cripple—see,”’ and he 
he'd =p a Jame band. 
Mrs. Burkes is positive that Wilson is 
the man who nipped her pocke.-bvok a 
the car-shed, and as sbe saw the man atthe 
time she cught to know. And egain this 
looks like Wilson might be guilty. 

A Mr. Watkins, who resides at Roswell, 

and who was robbed at the fair grounds, 
saw the man who got his pocket-bovk, as 
also did bis daughter, and _ from 
the description he gave the 
police, it was thought that Wiison is tue 
man. They have been telegraphed for by 
Cap‘ain Connolly and will reach town this 
morning in time to be at the trial. 
On Wedoesday when the train from 
Chattanooga arrived at the car shed, the 
sleeping car conductor notified some of the 
railroad officials that five men who beld 
tickets from Cincinnati to Montgomery bad 
been pointed out to him when they 
boarded the train as _ pickpockets

Intemperance 
would eat up a man's body, shatter his 
nervous system murder bis self respect, 
puison the bappiness of home, and in many 
instances it bad caused indiyi@ials: mis- 
takenly styled men to brutally beat their 
wives and theirchildren. It led to poverty 
it led to crime. It led to misery 
in the worst forms. It marched 
through the land at the | it 
head o{the column of the worst vices. Its 
Lanner-beerers were Want and Despair. It 
was the despoiler of forcune, the thief of, 
bonor, the blighter of the fairest hope. It 
would destroy the brightest intellect that 
God ever made! 

. here are two great classes of persons to 
be considered: those who are already dissi- 
pated—adults; those who may become so— 
children. Let us do all in eur power to re- 
claim the drunkards; but our greatest duty 
is to keep our children from becoming 
druvkards. He believed that temperance 
societies did a vast deal of good. They are 
noble institutions and sbould be encouraged 
but they could be mide more effective 
if made a part of the work of 
Christiats in the churches. He did not 
mean that the various denominations 
should resolve themselves into temperance 
associations, but tbat the members of 
every church should supplement 
their Christian labors with temperance 
work. Morality can do muci: but there is 
something better than appeals to man's 
se frespect, his disappearing fortune, bis 
pride, his loye of wile and chiJdren and 
home Morality might sober a man, but 
Christianity will both sober and 
save him. Home education was 
the hope of the children. Teach them the 
effects of the great vice, but don’t try to 
force them to be temperate. Paint out the 
dangers with a loving hard, and strongly 
appeal to their intelligence and love toshun 
it. But always be certain to practice what 
you preach. 

If you forbid your boy to swear—and he 
hears you swear—if ycu forbid him to 
drink and he sees you drink—be will sim- 
ply laugh at you and quote your example 
against you. After ail the great fight 
against the growing evil must be made in 
the family circles of the land. 

Such is a faint eketch of the earnest and 
masterly discourse whose grace and 
grandeur charmed and exalted the minds 
of all who heard it—whosei solemn teach- 
ings let in hope, sank deep into hundreds 
of hearts, and doing a world of good.

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A Big Accident on the Kome Bailroad. 

Yesterday when the State read train ar- 
rived at the car-shed a ConsTITUTION re 
porter who happened to be present heard 
that a big accident had occurred on the 


Rome railroad, about eight mites from 
Kingston, and that Mr. Nat. A. Haven, of 
Atlanta, who was on thetrain when i: voc 
curred, could give all the particulars of the 
affair. 

After quite a search Mr. Haven was icund 
atthe Kimball hcuse and at once the 
auger was applied. ° 

“Mr. Haven,” said the reporter, ‘‘were 
you aboard the train that was wrecked this 
morning near Kingston?” 

“Yes, sir, I was,’ was the reply: ‘but 
let’s sit down; my knee hurts me too much 
to stand up long.”’ 

“I hope you were not burt.” 

“Only aslight bruise, but it might have 
been worse. But I guess you want to know 
all about the accident. 

‘We left Rome yesterday morning at 8 
o’clock and were to reach Kingston in time 
to catch the Chattanooga train for Atlanta. 
We got along all right until when within 
eight miles of Kingston our ergine, which 
was pulling a heavy train, stalied and we 
were unable to move. Just behind us was 
a heavy curve and just iu front a steep 
grade. 

‘Whilst we were standing still, the engi- 
neer doing all he could to move us, I hap- 
pened to look out and saw an engine which 
was pulling the train we were flagg'ng whip 
around the curve I have just meutiuned at 
arapid rate. At first 1 thought it would 
stop, but in an instant saw that it could 
not. I turned around, ard, giving the 
alarm, jumped from the train, as did every 
one else. Fortunately, there were only a 
few passengers aboard, and all succeeded in 
getting off before the engine struck us, and 
it wasagood thing they did, for our car 
was completely telescoped.”’ 
‘*Was no one injured?” 

“No. One lady—there. were only two 
abosrji—was slightly scratched, but not at 
all burt. It was alucky escape, I tell you, 
and quite fortunate that but few passengers 
were on else all could not possibly have 
gotien off in time.”’
